To Avoid Confusion 


In order to avoid undue con­ 
fusion and in the interest of 
orderly administration, you ate 
instructed that in 
the futui e 
you will be guided by the fol­ 
lowing: 


“Communication concerning 
the routine administration of 
your department shall be han­ 
dled through the chief clerk. 


Communications concerning 
policy matters shall be now 
directed to the chairman of 
the board of commissioners. 


All policy decisions and in­ 
structions of the board of com- 
m’ssioners shall be communi­ 
cated to you only by the chair­ 
man and you are to be guided 
bv 
s u c h 
communications 
only.” 
Bodley. in one sentence, con­ 
cluded the directive by saying, 
“ Any violation of these instruc­ 
tions will be dealt with severe­ 
ly.” 
The other m em ber of the com­ 
mission is Joseph O. Canby, a 
Republican, giving the Republi­ 
cans a 2-1 m ajority.

An astonishing ovation it was 
for Robert Kennedy just before 
the sobering memorial to the 
late John Fitzgerald Kennedy. 


You can’t help but wonder 
what would have happened if 
the attorney general had made 
an open fight for the vice-presi 
dent nominee slot. 


Farley said he was organiz­ 
ing the "grass roots” drive to 
get away from the contractor- 
type contributor. 


Farley did not name the con­ 
tractor who offered to air con­ 
dition his home 
because 
he 
said “ it was offered in such a 
way that it might and might 
not be regarded at a bribe. I 
don’t want to become involved 
in any libel suit since I am 
not 
sure 
it 
actually 
was 
a 
bride.” 


“ But because of the sticki­ 
ness such contributions can of­ 
ten bring about I am going to 
try to get 2,000 voters to con­ 
tribute $25 each for the year.” 


Farley said he didn’t want 
to be beholden to anyone but 
voters so he was going to try 
to raise the funds from among 
them.

Johnson said that he and his 
runningmate,

The President said some of 
the defecting Republicans who 
would not support Coldwater, 
according to current polls, were 
liberals. Others, he said, are 
just “ waiting for a further ex­ 
planation” of what Coldwater 
means, some are moderate Re­ 
publicans and some are busi­ 
ness people who are “very hap­ 
py” with the state of the eco­ 
nomy. 
“ For 
every 
backlash 
the 
Democrats 
lose, 
we pick 
up 
three frontlash,” Johnson told 
applauding 
party 
leaders. 
“ When you can get 3-to-l odds, 
it’s always satisfactory." 


And underscoring his support 
of 
the 
civil 
rights program . 
Johnson said this was particul­ 
arly satisfactory when the Dem­ 
ocrats know the recorded oppo­ 
sition results from a policy of 
not wanting to “ treat 
people 
alike or as Am ericans.” 


Before going to Convention 
Hall, he appeared briefly at a 


breakfast for 200 to 300 cam ­ 
paign workers. He spoke for a 
few minutes, lauding the woi k 
done by the Democratic Nation­ 
al Committee, and congratulat­ 
ing 
Speaker 
John 
W. 
Mc­ 
Cormack for the job Congress 
had done this year. 


Then he went to another room 
where the national committee 
was meeting. 
Before returning to Conven­ 
tion 
Hall where he received 
double acclaim Thursday night 
—- on the occasion of his ac­ 
ceptance speech and his birth­ 
day — Johnson breakfasted with 
some governors and other state 
party leaders. 
He 
heard 
a 
discussion 
of 
plans for a campaign for his 
election battle against Coldwa­ 
ter. 
The emphasis will be on the 
theme that Johnson can 
best 
keep the nation out of war. a 
participant at the meeting said. 


Johnson and Humphrey deliv­ 
ered their acceptance speeches 
Thursday night at the final ses­ 
sion of a four-day convention 
which proceeded toward its in­ 
evitable climax under Johnson's 
complete control. 


Their speeches 
made 
clear 
that Johnson would talk in the 
lofty language expected of a 
president while Humphrey un­ 
dertook the effort to rough up 
Republican presidential nominee

Bucks Finds Out

measures taken to protect Pres­

One of Bucks County’s dele­ 
gates to the 1964 Democratic 
National Convention, Welsh got 
a first-hand taste of the tight 
security when he was called off 
the convention floor for an 
emergency telephone call. 
Whisked From Seat 
As Welsh remarked, “ I had no 
idea what the phone call was 
about.” All he knew was that 
he was whisked by New Jersey 
State Police from his seat with 
the Pennsylvania delegation to a 
room behind the podium where 
President Johnson made his ac 
ceptance speech. 
As it turned out, the call was 
in regards to four teenage volun 
teers from Lower Bucks who 
had missed their bus back horn 
after attending the Y o u n g 
Citizens for Johnson hootenanny 
rally yesterday afternoon. 
Identified By Morse 
Welsh, while watching the film 
tribute to the late President 
John 
F. 
Kennedy, 
was 
ap 
proached by a state trooper and 
Otis Morse, Pennsylvania Dem­ 
ocratic chairman. Welsh, after 
being identified by Morse, to the 
state trooper was taken back­ 
stage. 
Once backstage, Welsh 
was 
stopped by Secret Service agents 
who immediately asked him for 
identification and checked his* 
delegate credentials. They then 
frisked him and asked him a 
few questions. 
After the thorough investiga­ 
tion, Welsh was allowed to an­ 
swer the phone call. 
Waited An Hour 
On the other end of the line 
in Philadelphia was Mrs. Su e 
Lang, Democratic committee­ 
woman from Middletown Town­ 
ship. She had been in charge of 
the three busloads of L o w e r 
Bucks teenagers who made the 
trip to the convention yester­ 
day. 
She told Welsh four boys had 
missed the bus even though one
